1. AT STAFF-LEVEL MEETING OCTOBER 28, NEW ZEALAND 

DPUTY PERM REP MANSFIELD REPORTED THAT NEW ZEALAND HIGH 
COMMISSIONER IN NEW DELHI HAD RAISED KHMER PROBLEM WITH FORNMIN 
CHAV AN, WHO REPLIED THAT INDIA SUPPORTED NON-ALIGNED POSITION 
BUT WOULD MAKE NO SPEECHES. WHEN ASKED TO AUTHORIZE DISCUSSIONS 
OF ASEAN RESOLUTION IN NEW YORK, CHAV AN REPEATED THAT INDIA SUPPORTED 

NON-ALIGNED POSITION. HICOM CONCLUDED THAT INDIA WOULD 
BE OF NO ASSISTANCE WHEN ON PRIORITY FOR ASEAN RESOLUTION. 

2. IN MEETING OCTOBER 25 INDIAN PERM REP JAIPAL TOLD 

THAI PERM REP ANAND THAT INDIA WOULD ABSTAIN ON SUBSTANCE 
OF ASEAN RESOLUTION BUT WAS UNDECIDED ON PRIORITY. JAIPAL 
STRESSED THAT THIS INFORMATION SHOULD BE TREATED AS VERY 
CONFIDENTIAL. JAIPAL SEPARATELY TOLD JAPAN PERM REP 
SAITO OCTOBER 25 THAT HE HE WOULD LIKE TO ABSTAIN ON ASEAN RESOL- 
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UTION AND MIGHT ABSTAIN ON PRIORITY. 
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3. SAITO'S VERSION OF JAIPAL'S STATEMENT SOUNDS CLOSER 
TO HARD LINE IN NEW DELHI THAN DOES THAT REPORTED BY ANAND 
OR MALAYSIANS IN REFTEL. 
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
